BROOKS PARK
Fayette County, GA Survey Date:  April 8, 2003

Brooks Park is a relatively small Fayette County active park, consisting of approximately 17 acres. The park is located near the center of the
Town of Brooks. The park is primarily used for baseball and softball. In addition to the 3 baseball fields, and 2 softball fields, the park also
has one playground. The park provides for minimal passive activity and includes 1 picnic shelter. There is 1 county owned restroom facility
in the park.
This park is classified as a Community Park.  This park is easily accessible by foot and bike. There is limited parking for regional-type
activities.
